A highlight of the month for the 
British-based American fliers was 
their first penetration of the Ruhr.

In addition, June brought an of­ 
ficial statement that the numbers 
of heavy bombers In the Eighth Air 
Force had been doubled since March 
and would be redoubled by October. 
The Americans lost 82 bombers 
in June against 82 in May, but be­ 
cause of the expanded operations 
the increase was not considered ex­ 
cessive. In their 13 nights of opera­ 
tion, the RAF fliers lost 269 planes, 
the highest monthly total of the 
war. 
From Middle East bases, American 
heavy and medium bombers carried 
more than 2,155 tons of explosives 
across the Mediterranean to Axis 
objectives in 2.314 sorties during the 
month with the negligible loss of 
three big planes.
